§ efforts to assess Soviet and Warsaw Pact research in this area. Similarly, F 
g. U.S. efforts to keep pace with foreign researchers and to develop possisle £ 
countermeasures would be adversely affected without continued 4 
funding. If the Committee desires to have a prdgram in remote viewing & 
that firmly establishes the existence or non-existence of the phenomena, # 
delineates the important variables, and explores possible applicationg, 
then a much larger program with adequate funding and sufficient time § 
is needed. The current level of funding, even if extended to include FY &: 
1980, will permit only limited gains in understanding of the phenomena. 


Prior year funds have established that remote viewing appears to bea & 
rea] and usable phenomenon. Current year funds will allow us to pursue q 
further its existence and permit some exploitation into the many E 
variables associated with its functioning. 


Although no funds are currently programmed for FY 80, current & 
contract efforts will continue into the second quarter of FY 80.
